Property Taxed at True Value. 

AU property will be taxed at its true 
value this year, aeeordtug to the plan 
outlined by the County Board of Taxa- 
tleo In Newark last week. They an¬ 
nounced that they would proce ed to 
IntpreM upon the asaeesore of all the 
olher'dlstrlets of Essex county that they 
wUl require from each aaeeeeor similar 
treatment of the real estate values 
within bla locality to that wbioh la being 
given by the Newark board. 

All tbe members of both board* were 
present. The conference was in aeoret, 
ood was held in the office of tbe Newark 
board in the City Hall. Tbe condition* 
are somewhat different in Newark from 
those of the other municipalities, as 
tnat elty is tbe only district that boast* 
of a commission. Tbe other munici¬ 
palities have their taxation matters In 
the control of the assessors. 

It was necessary, in explaining the 
method that la being followed In New. 
ark, to display tbe working books and 
other documents of the department. 
The conference with the officials of tbe 
ether municipalities lo the county will 
be held at the temporary headquarters 
of the couuty board in the Circuit Court 
room at the Court House, Newark. 

It Is probable that the Newark stand¬ 
ard of determining.true values of teal 
estate will have to be followed, aWcloeely 
as may he, by all the other municipali¬ 
ties. Messrs. Anderson, Dickson and 
Fell assured tbe Newark commissioners 
that so far as they oan bring about 
results, there will be a complete aboli¬ 
tion this year, and henceforth, of tbe 
“percentage" system of assessing realty 
value* for taxation purposes.
